porting the Woollen Manufacture of this Kingdom — The Exchange, 
which in former Times was alma Mater to her native Subjects, is now be- 
come a Step-morher, and her Breaſts are drawn by Fews, French, Dutcb, 
Hamburg hers, Italians, Spaniards, Portugueſe, and Merchants from all Parts of 
the World, and I being deſcended of a noble Family, could not bring 
my Thoughts to court for a Commiſſion from a Datch or a Hambureb 
Merchant, Not that I mention this, my Lord, by way of Diſparagement 
to Merchandize; for good Eſtates, nay, Honour hath been obtained by 
Commiſſion- Buſineſs, as in the Family of the Sc s, Who ſold the 
Linnens of the Family of the Le s in Hamburgh : but then the Lin- 
nens were enter'd in the Sc s Name, upon this Conſideration, that 
double Commiſſion was given to inſure the Debts, and the King thereby 

defrauded of his Cuſtom, - | 
Eri. I can't ſee how that can alter the Property of the Goods, and the 
Commiſſioners of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms ſeem therein to be deficient in 
their Duty; therefore I deſite you, my Son, (believing what you ſay to be 
true) to ſatisfie me how this Alteration of the Exchange came to be effected. 
Pam. From the Infancy of Merchandize in the Reign of King Edward 
the Third, a regard was had to the native Subject; the Cuſtom upon a 
Sack of Wool was a Noble to the Native, Ten Shillings to the Alien; af- 
terwards for One Shilling in Twenty Subſidy - to the King, the Alien 
paid Two Shillings : but then, my Lord, Charters were granted to Britiſh 
Merchants for the ſole Exportation of the Woollen Manufacture of this 
Kingdom, excluſive of Aliens, as King Henry VII. King Edward VI. and 
Queen Elizabeth, to Germany, Flanders and Holland, which were totally de- 
ſtroyed by the Convention Parliament. And ane thing I beg leave to ob- 
ſerve to your Lordſhip, that ſoon after the Dutch became the chief Buyers 
of Cloth in our Markets, they got a Privilege which no Hritiſßh Merchant 
ever had, for a Bill came from Holland to take off all Duties from our 
exported Woollen Manufactures, which paſs'd into a Law; in the paſting 
of which Bill a Petition was put into the Houſe ſigned by the beſt Britiſa 
Merchants, that this benefit ſhould be confin'd to Britiſ Merchants; which 
Petition (by a Diviſion of the Houſe) was rejected I am now to lay be-

many Places very ſhatter'd, and many Houſes ſunk. Here I ſpent ſome 
Days to inform mylelf of the Genius and Diſpoſition of the People, and 
view'd the ſeveral Streets, wherein I found extraordinary Publick Inns for 
the Entertainment of Gueſts, with above fourſcore Petty-Alehouſes, as 
] was inform'd ; and I believe there are not many leſs Retailers of Proviſi- 
ons, as Apples, Ginger-bread, Black-puddings, &c. which to me beſpoke 
the Poverty of the City, between thirty and forty Attorneys, and a great 
Number of Apothecaries— This City is govern'd by twelve Aldermen, 
out of which they yearly choofe a Mayor, (the Mayor at this time has 
been Mayor once before) forty Common- Council-Men, a vaſt Revenue of 
Rents of near 1500 l. per Aunum, and many Churches; which plainly ſhew 
it to have been a very conſiderable City in former times, but altogether as 
deſpicable at preſent, its Walls being demoliſh'd, and the Gates ſold to the 
City of Worceſter (as they told me) for their Difloyalty to King Charles l.
